May or Joe Cravens today wrote 
a letter to the public to clarify 
his position in regard to the sto ry 
printed in y esterday ’s Daily Stan­ 
dard. 
The letter follows: 
AN OPEN LETTER TO THE 
PUBLIC 
I regret that I have to take time 
from my busy routine to turn to 
public letter writing when my time 
and thoughts should be turned to 
more important things . . . such 
as: the way to finance a much 
needed motor 
grader, 
planning 
the way s and means of storm sew­ 
ers and sanitary sewers, better 
streets, etc. 
But of most importance at this 
tim e I’m try ing to work out a 
budget for the city , and arrive at 
a sound way for the city to as­ 
sume the debt of V. F. W. M emor­ 
ial Stadium, ami, to continue its 
operation. 
These and other much 
needed projects are on my agenda, 
Rea so ns fo r Letter. 
The reason for this letter is to 
clarify some unjustified comments 
resulting from a story in y ester­ 
day ’s Daily Standard. 
I want every one to know that 
the chief of police and my self are 
not crossed up in our opinions as 
to how the chief of police should 
carry out his duties as prescribed 
by law. 
The chief of police is responsi­ 
ble to the may or . . . as are the 
chief’s subordinates. 
Chief Wallace was called to my 
office on Feb. 9 after I had receiv­ 
ed a copy of Mr. Dempster’s com­ 
munication with the chief, and at 
this meeting, I reprimanded Mr 
Wallace about this situation and 
instructed him to clean up this 
condition at once and report to me 
w hen it had been cleared up.

At the same time, I also in­ 
structed him to issue a summons 
to any car owner who fails to buy 
and display a city auto license, and 
to again crack down on careless 
and reckless drivers. 
The letter to the chief from Mr. 
Dempster, that was printed in last 
night’s Standard was not released 
through my office. 
A copy of the 
letter had been made available 
and had noted that I had receiv­ 
ed it along with other authorities. 
T he newspaper obtained this copy 
in lieu of mine r.o tbeing immedi­ 
ately available. 
However, I felt that the making 
public of this letter was im port­ 
ant since its nature was of public 
interest and, in effect, public prop­ 
erty , and I certainly would not 
take it upon 
my self to conceal 
such from the public. 
Ho g Ordina nce. 
T he City of Sikeston has on file 
an ordiance 
req uiring that 
all 
stray doogs be 
caught and 
im­ 
pounded for a period of 48 -hours; 
their license and rabie innocula- 
tion checked, and if not claimed by 
the owner, be destroy ed. 
The city does not have a dog 
pound, and at the present time 
cannot afford one. However, a r­ 
rangements were made last sum ­ 
m er with Dr. F. A. Stepp to im­ 
pound, at his barn, all dogs pick­ 
ed up by the city . 
These instruc­ 
tions were given to the chief of 
police. 
At the same time, I advised Mr. 
Wallace that the killing of dogs on 
the street must halt, unless the 
dogs is known to have rabies. 
I 
further made this plan flex ible 
enough to take care of dogs run ­ 
ning at large that were dangerous 
and vicious and absolutely could 
not be caught, but were such an 
ex trem e 
nuisance 
that it 
was 
necessary to destroy them on the 
spot. 
Petitio n Prepa red. 
I understand 
from a reliable 
source that a petition has been 
prepared and will be presented to 
the city 
council to 
obtain the 
eq uipm ent needed to cope with 
the problem of stray dogs running 
at large. 
As I stated at the beginning of 
this letter. I just don’t have the 
tim e to answer many unjustified 
comments nor to “boss” any one. 
I have placed the responsibility 
of the dog problem in the hands 
of the police departm ent and I 
ex pect them to comply and ap­ 
ply the ordinance pertaining to 
dogs. 
By writing this letter I do not 
intend to enter into a letter-w rit­ 
ing contest, with dog owners or 
the chief of police. 
I just don’t 
have the time. 
I respectfully urge every one to 
turn their thoughts and attention 
to the things our fastly growing 
city needs and not dicker or q uar­ 
rel.
